A Chinese Indy asked, ‘‘ Do you. 
think international marriage would 
promote’ the international spirit?” 

Miss Royden: ‘I think it is 
estraordinarily difficult to make a 
successful international © marriage, 
and I hesitate to ‘say this because 
if, may be personally wounding to 
people in my audience. But I think 

the danger .to the: children. is so 
great when marriage is not: only 
Internationa] ‘but , inter-ragial that 
I should not like to-risk it. The 
crossing of different stocks when 
.they are very close together may 
be beneficial, but when you cross 
breeds that are far apart you may. 
not get good results. I do not 
suggest this as a general rule, but 
in our present’ state of knowledge 
it:is ‘taking. a tremendous’ risk to 
give a child an inheritance ‘in 
which colour, race, -religion are all 
different. There is.a risk of setting 
up a dissonance in the child. | 

“JY should rather aim at: the pre- 
serving of each race than at’ the’ 
mixture of them, I have heard it 
suggested that we ought to inter- 
marry until there wre no different 
races but we are all mixed up and | 
are all coffee-coloured, but in. my 
view difference of race makes for 
richness and variety. That curious- 
ly deep instinct for preserving your 
own race need not be arrogant. I 
would rather look forward to -a,
